DENTAL STJEQERY. 



More than a century ago, the men of 
the North and of the South made this 
Uniou. Nearly forty years ago. the 
men of the North went forth to battle 
against those of the South, to save this 
Union. And to-day, the patriots and 
true Amciicans of the North must look 
to the men of the South to make this 
I' uii. ii worth the saving. 

A brief reference to history for the 
last few years will readily demonstrate 
the giowth and sources of power and 
the extent of ihe power of the < Irganiml 
Wealth of the United States. At the 
close of the civil war the care and at- 
tention of the people North and South 
were given to the le- establishment of 
their homes and the recuperation of 
their fortunes. All conditions thereto- 
fore existing were affected, and the 
country was in a state of confusion and 
disorder, and within a few years after 
the close of the war a large minority 
in the National Congress was made uj> 
of those not elected by any constituen- 
cy, but dictated by those in power at 
the seat of the federal government. The 
close of that war found the national 
government burdened (or the first time 
with a debt of euotmous proportions, 
amounting, on Match 1st, 1866, to Dear- 
ly three billions of dollars. This in- 
debtedness was evidenced by bonds, 
and these bonds were held mainly by 
the representatives of capital iu the 
East. 

Circumstances were propitious. The 
President ami the Congress were suh 
j-;ct to influence. The refunding acts 
were passed, by which the life of the 
bonds were extended .i.ani and again, 
and the payment of the national debt 
correspondingly deferred. Then were 
enacted the law providing that these 
bonds nod the interest thereon should 
be paid iu coin. They were purchased 
with greenbacks worth on an aveta^-e. 
considering all the bonds, about 50 
cents on the dollar in coin; the result 
being that by legislation it was pro- 
vided that the people should pay to the 
bond-holders I wo dollars for everyone 
dollar loaned to the people in order to 
carry on the war. besides paying the 
interest likewise in coin. 

Familiarity iu controlling lefiidation 
emboldened the representatives of Or- 
ganized Wealth and a bright \i.sta 
opened before it. It became a matter 
of iui|Mjrtaiiee to retain control of the 
national administration and it became 
the fixed purpose of Organized Wealth 
to procuie legislation favorable lo it, 
favorable to money, and therefore hos- 
tile to everything else, and as lime 
passed on the force of this great power

was such that, in the indifference or in- 
attention of the peopled larire, na 
tional administrations liecame the 
mere machines of those who sought 
the concent ration of money aud the in- 
crease in its value ul the cost aud ex- 
pense of talker. 

And iu lb7."i there was enacted the 
law demonetizing silver. 15y that law 
oneduilf of all the money of the coun- 
try was taken away by* legislation; 
the other hall reuiauied. The demand 
increasing the supply not increasing, 
the value ol that half that lemained 
necessarily increased in value ;that is to 
say. became more iu products and iu 
labor. 

TWO CLASSES AND THEIR AIMS. 

There then existed two distinct and 
well defined, classes in the country- 
one dies whose capital in life consist- 
ed of money, and one class whose capi- 
tal in life consisted of labor. The ob- 
ject constantly iu view of the first clase 
was to increase, by process of legisla- 
tion.the value of the capital of the firsl 
class, at the cost and lose of the value 
of the capital of the second class. 

As a result of the refunding act, tin 
acta making the bonds payable in coin 
and the uct demonetizing silver, it has 
come to pass that after the lapse ol 
thirty-lour years, and after tjie pay- 
ment by the people o f an 
amount almost hevound expression, on 
the principal and interest of these 
bonds, the public debt remains to-day 
as great as it was on March 1st, 18*50; 
that is to say, that because of the in- 
crease iu value of money by legislation, 
and the decrease ill value of labor and 
labor's fruits by legislation, it will re- 
quire as much lalsir or as much of the 
fruits of labor, to )>ay that debt to-day 
as it would have required to pay the 
debt in ISM, although the principal of 
the debt has been reduced in figures to 
less than one billion dollars. 

Wealth is the creature of labor. 
When you speak of the dollar, the 
gold, the silver or the paper dolhir,you 
speak of that amount of human lalior 
represented by the dollar. A concen 
tration of wealth is tho concentration 
of the fruits of lalair. The concentration 
of wealth by legislation means the con- 
centration of the fruits t)f human labor 
i by legislation; it means that, by process 
| of law, the fruits of those who labor are 
j take; i from them and given to others. 
It means that wealth controls and reg- 
ulates labor; that the creature controls 
and regulates the creator. The wealth 
which exists only by reason of the 
sweat and blood of labor is by process 
of law turned upon to control and to 
rend that. ami that only, w hich brought 
it into being. 

THE CORPORATION CKt'SlllSO IN- 
DIVIDUAL. 

In the period since the war, there 
having heeu enacted general corportion 
laws, and under the provisions of these 
laws corporations hare been organized 
throttghtout the laud to carry on all 
kintls aud departments of business. 
These mercantile corporations have 
been iu competition with 
and partnership effort. The corpora- 
tion has had greater use of capital than 
the individual could have. The cor- 
poration has had perpetual succession, 
so that death did uot interfere witii its 
business or ils progress. It has been so 
provided lhat the private properly of 
those composing the corporations has 
been made wholly or partly exempt 
from liability lor corporate debts. 

The inevitable result hits heeu that 
the Corporation has distanced its com- 
petitor, l he Individual, anil gradually 
iorced him to retire from the Held of 
business, and to become a servant of 
the Corporation or to become a tramp. 
The Corporation grew and prospered 
and waxed exceeding fat. while the 
Individual descended from the part of 
master to that of servant. The creature 
of legislation drove out the creature of 
God. Organized Wealth being the mas- 
ter of legislation, became the Ma6ter of 
(he Individual. 

TKCSTS CONTROLLING THE NATION. 

The organizatiou aud operation of 
trusts was a natural result. The trust 
simply means the further concentra- 
tion and combination of wealth. The 
ti ust simply means the perfection of 
i organized wealth The trust engaging 
I iu any duparimeut of business is en- 
I abled by means of large capital and 
Itss op^ialing expense to undersell and 
drive out all individual colii|>elitiou 
In doiug that it becomes the only pur- 
chaser from the producer; being the 
only purchaser, it ca t dictate the piice 
the cousuiuer must pay. It becomes 
tho owner of ihe producer sud of the 
com inner, and upon ils will become 
<ie|.'-iideiii the welfare, the comfort and 
the happiness of every individual iu 
the nation not of the elect of wealth; 
that U to say. oi uot less than lis peg 
cent, of the meli, womcu and children 
o'. the country. 

All men are born fiee and equal. This 
means that by a natuial law all meii 
arc entitled to the t huuee to do the best 
they can. All men are entitled lo make 
the beet they can of their mental ami 
physical abilities, unhampered and un- 
burdened by artificial conditions 
created by legislation an I when the con- 
dition of freedom ami equality as thus 
defined, is destroyed by human legisla- 
tion, and whet uiie mau is thereby 
more greatly burdened than another, a 
natural law has been violated, and, as 
is iuevit^ldy the case, a certain ami 
heavy penalty ensues. And in this in- 
stance the penally for the violation of

Mm. i. Grovk Is located at tho in- 
tersection of the Lancaster and Kirks- 
ville pikes, seven miles from this oily, 
and occupies an elevated situation, 
with pretty scenery around. One of 
the industries of this little town is a 
tirst-clnss blucksuiith shop operated by 
Mr. Mansfield. Tne old Moran home- 
stead, one of the oldest brick houses in 
this section is located here, and near 
here on Silver Creek ' is the old Moran 
water grist mill. This place is the form- 
er home of Squire >:d Hester.deceaseJ, 
who was well known in this section. 
Some of the principal citizens here are 
Kobt. Duersou, who resides at the late 
Moran homo. Joseph Jones, James 
Uoselett, Mr. Hudgens, Dr. Hunphery 
Beunett aud Kobl. Jennings, the last 
named being a scion of one of the oldest 
familes iu the county, the Barnes fam- 
ily. His grand father. Eli 1 lames, died 
at a ripe old age of over 90 years. Robt. 
is an elder in the Christain church at 
Kirksville ami is a hospitable gentle- 
man, the writer having on several oc- 
casions, enjoyed the hospitality of his 
congenial family. Dr. Benuet. who is 
a first cousin of Uou.James U.McCreary, 
is a graduate of lielhany, Va., uu ac- 
complished gentleman and is one of the 
best read meu iu this section. He is 
the ouly man on the road between 
Richmond and 1m mil!,., who still lives 
at the same place where he was born 
and raised. 

Calkast Is located on the lAncae- 
ter pike, five miles from this city, in a 
beautiful situation, commanding a 
view of excellent Bceuery iu" every di- 
rection. The surrounding country is 
very productive. This town has a gen- 
eral store, conducted by Mr. Beaalev. 
Some ol the principal farmeisare Wm. 
Manii., Janivs Btttner, Leslie Iiallard, 
Stone liutucr, Milton Covington, Hugh 
Samuels aud Chas. Turner, who was at 
one time the richest man iu that sec- 
tion, lie is a grand son of Hon. Sjnire 
Turner, w ho represented the county in 
the Constitutional Convention of MU. 
Mr. Kobt. Martin is the principal tobac- 
co raiser. Near this place is the site 
or .Mi. ford, better known as Old Town, 
which was once our county seat before 
it was moved to Richmond. Kvery 
one in the county has heard of the 
Festicuff fight between Kelley and 
Kennedy over the moving. Kelley, the 
advocate of Richmond, gave his stub- 
born opponent a sound threshing sud 
Richmond was victorious. It was well 
that it was moved as Milford was not as 
#ood a locality for a large town as the 
present county seat. Near this place 
were the homesteads of I he Martins and 
tientrys who emigrated from Old Vir- 
ginia in 17K.V Mr. Oentry was an old 
revolutionary soldier and was the pro- 
genitor, of the uumeroiis Gentry fam- 
ily and kindred in the United .States. 
The old homestead, a brick building 
erected iu 1804, if still standing, though 
very much dilapidated, and those walls 
{ which once echoed to the sou ml of 
dividual { | am . e) a ,„| mirth are now as still 
and silent as the grave, and it indeed 
resembles a haunted house. The old 
family burying ground is also neglected, 
aud only a plain mtrble slab, with let- 
ters hardly disremable marks the last 
resting place of the noted old soldier 
and oue of Madisou's pioneers. It 
seems but right that the numerous 
descendants and relatives should erect 
a substantial monument to mark the 
grave of the old hero; it would be a 
mere pittance for eacu one, so let them 
start a monument fund to redeem hit 
iratne ami memory from oblivion. 
Maj. John 1). Harris, oue of his de- 
eondants, owns the old home aud t! e 
greater part of the original Gentry 
farm. Mr. Martin owns a large group 
of the reuuion of the Gentry family 
held at Crab Orchard last summer. A 
great many from this county attendee*. 
Mr. Gentry in his young days was a 
great hunter. He loved to hear the 
echoing born and the barking and vei- 
ling of the hounds in full chase, was 
like music to his ear.

BcsCY Is located oil the I . ,v N 
railroad eight miles from Richmond 
It has a good brick school house aud 
two stores. The merchants aie Perry 
Monday, Robt. l'oitsaud Klbridge Har- 
ris, better known as Jumbo, on sc- 
connt of his large size. Some of the 
principal citizeus are John 1'arish, Dr. 
W. J' Hockadav, Jiimes l-rsilon, 
James Ailains slid Major llariis. Mr. 
Itrattou is from Old Viigiuia ami is a 
settle- seat rod r sterna who fought for 
the lost ea line. lie is somewhat eccen- 
trip, but ku iws a good thing when he 
sees 1 1. He lives on Cedar Cliff and 
near his lonely domicile is an old Inditn 
gruve yard, where, forever sleeps 
many of the brave Red men, who made 
the Welkin ring with their war-whoops. 
Mr. Harris lives at Blyihewood and 
has an elegant county seal, which is a 
palaiial mansion. The grounds are 
beautiful with many large shade trees. 
This was Ihe home of his lather iu-iaw, 
Ruck Blythe. The Major is Ihe Rich- 
est nnd largest farmer of that section. 
He graduated at Bethany College and 
is one of the well known men of the 
county. The section named in this 
article is one of the best in the county 
for beauty of scenery, substantially of 
the people and richness ai the land.

Warwick Distilling Co.. of Silver Creek, 
Madison county, for $30,000. 

The petition asks for an enforcement 
of a contract on the part of the defen- 
dant, and is the outgrowth of the fact 
stipulated that the Warwick (Aimpaiiv 
agreed to sell whiskey at the time of 
making the contract at '11 rentaa gallon, 
and when it rose to 42 cents thev de- 
clined to part with the goods. ' The 
profit accruing from the advance 
amounts to something like £30,000 

Sunday's lonisville Dispatch prints 
the petition in full and adds: 

"It appears further from the bill that 
on April 14, ISO!). Stoll paid into the 
Columbia Finance and Trust Company 
the sum of $5i0,C00 in cash for the pur- 
chase price of the distillery ana whis- 
key above set forth. 

"Mr. Austrian stated that his clients 
considered the action of the Warwick 
Company and Messrs. Uurnam Ben- 
nett & Co.. its owners, so palpably un- 
businesslike and unfair in repudiating 
the contract signed by them on Fel- 
runry 17. 18!H), and that his clients bad 
information that since the rise in the

A Young Lawyer Wins His First Case and 
Upsets a Thirty Year Practice. 

For a third of a century, almost va- 
grants have been sold in this state to 
the highest bidder and "no questions 
weie asked." It remained for a young 
barrister of this city, Mr. John H. 
Chandler, to establish the unconstitu- 
tionality of this barbarous custom that 
has been practiced so long in violation 
of the XIII Amendment te the Con- 
stitution which says that "Neither sla- 
very nor involuntary servitude, except 
in punishment of crime, whereof the 
party shall have been duly couvieted. 
shall be allowed in the United States, 
or any place subject to their jurisdic- 
tion." Aud again in violation uf Sec. 8, 
which says ''Excessive bail shall not be 
required, nor excessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel and unusual punishment in- 
flicted." 

Mr. Chandler held, and truthfully, 
that vagrancy is a misdemeanor, not 
a crime, and cited "Thompson vs. Bur- 
ton," Supreme Court of Missouri, to 
support his contention. 

Mr. Chandler, who had been ap- 
pointed by Circuit Judge Scott to de- 
fend Ben Burton, colored, indicted for 
vagrancy, demurred to the indictment 
on the grounds that the vagrancy law 
of our state is in violation of the Con- 
stitntion of the United States. Mr. 
Chandler showed that vagrancy is not 
a crime but a misdemeanor. But grant- 
ing it is a crime, the punishment con- 
templated by the constitution is line, 
oj imprisonment in jail or penitentiary, 
over which the State exercises super- 
vision. But that selling one man to 
another is slavery or involuntary servi- 
tude, which comes uuder the inhibition 
of the Constitution, against "cruel 
and nnusual punishment." Judge 
Scott sustained the dmnurrer and Ute 
negro was released, nnmindfiil of the 
fact that in securing his liberty his at- 
torney had for himself gained a victory 
that elicited the warmest congratula- 
tions from the Judge and the members 
of the Bar, who say that this is the first 
time the point has been raised in Ken- 
tucky and a new law will havo to be en- 
acted to cover the case. 

Though this is the maiden effort of 
Mr. Chandler it is a notable one,and we 
trust it foreshadows a brilliant legal 
career for the young gentleman, lie 
is a native of Campbellsville, Taylor 
county, Ky. His father possesses one 
of the' hrighest minds iu Central i\en- 
lucky, aud the son made a fine record 
at Central University, being saluiato- 
rian of his class, second honor man in 
1895, winner of several medals, and a 
Magna on his diploma. Foi three years 
he was Principal of the Preparatory 
Department of the University, and is a 
lending mcmner ol tho Prandenuial 
Club composed of young professional, 
men here. He is Superintendent of 
the Baptist Sunday School and possesses 
a strong moral charade rand an influence 
for good that will add lustre lo his 
every achievement at the Bar. Equip- 
ped as Mr. Chandler is, and blessed 
still further with a modest estimate of 
self, we confidently and fondly hope for 
him a future of great distinction and 
usefulness in society, tbe church and 
state.

Local Option Election was Valid. 

The Court of Appeals, in an opinion 
by Judge I'ayuter, ailirmed two judg- 
ments of the Mercer* Circuit Court in 
the case of the Commonwealth against 
W. A. Bottom. The question raised 
was the legality of a local option elec- 
tion held in the city of Ilarrodsburgon 
May 10. 18.18, when a similar election 
had been held in the county within 
three years of that time. The Court of 
Appeals holds that the people were not 
required to wait three years after the 
county election, and that the city elec- 
tion was valid. 

It will be rememlHsred that the coun- 
ty of Mercer, as a whole, voted out 
whiskey, but later the city held an elec- 
tion and beat local option. This latter 
election is held to Iw valid, as above 
stnttid. It appears to be very difficult 
for the local optiouists to hold their 
ground, as loopholes are easy to find by 
which to thnart their purposes.
